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Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior arts of record do not show the semiconductor device having a built-in 
contact-type sensor comprising a semiconductor element having a sensor area, a wiring 
board, and a protection resin part covering the end surface of the wiring board. The 
prior arts of record do not show the "inclined surface" in claim 3 and the conductive part 
being "electrically connected to grounding wires" in claim 5.
